SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The magazine is classified objectionable except if the availability of the publication is 
restricted to persons who have attained the age of 18 years due to the graphic 
photographs of sexual activity presented throughout the publication. Included in the 
sex acts is a bondage type scene in which one woman pinches another's thighs and 
labia with clothes pegs. The scene does not appear stressful or threatening and does 
not impact with any strength upon the publication. The protracted focus on the sexual 
activity presented tends at times to present the participants as a collection of genitalia. 
This perspective tends to impact strongest on the women, as they are the prime focus 
in the magazine. The view does not, however, dominate the publication, in which the 
sexual acts are mainly shot to include the participants as whole active entities. 

Restriction to an adult audience under the Films, Videos, and Publications 
Classification Act 1993 is inconsistent with the rights and freedoms under the New 
Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990, but is considered to be a reasonable limit prescribed 
by law under the FVPC Act to avoid the causing of harm to the public good. 
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
